This tendency of state legislatures to add increasing 
burdens on motor bus operators is something that must be 
closely watched by the industry. Bus transport is one of: 
the fastest growing fields of motor activity. It is estimated 
that the present investment in rolling stock alone by motor | 
bus companies is $375,000,000, which represents nearly 
80,000 brses in use, and an additional] $80,000,000 is tied up 
in terminals, repair shops, garages, etc. The annual gross 
revenue of common carrier motor bus lines last year was 
pretty close to $300,000,000. 

Inevitably the magnitude of this rapidly developing 
business has attracted the attention of the state legislators. 
These gentlemen always endeavor to impose the utmost in 
taxes that any given business will stand. The danger is that 
greed rather than skill may direct the taxation legislation, 
and the infant industry may be crippled or actually be smoth- 
ered in its cradle. The automotive industry may have to 
fight to prevent just this fate for the growing but still infant 


bus business. 
N. Y. 2,000,000 


T is extremely probable that an automobile license plate 
bearing the above numerals will be issued by the New 
York state authorities during the present year. At the end 
of 1926 the Empire State had upward of 1,800,000 motor 
vehicles in use within its boundaries, and the present year 
should see the commonwealth reach the 2,000,000 mark. 

Such a total for a single state seems almost beyond 
belief. It is equal to half the total number of motor cars 
running throughout the world outside the United States. It 
is more than double the number of vehicles registered in such 
countries as England and France. It is nearly double the 
total registration for the- entire United States in 1913, the 
last whole year before the World War. And in spite of the 
very large big city population of New York state the number 
of cars registered work out at one car for five and a frac- 
tion persons living in the commonwealth. 

This record is recommended to the careful consideration 
of pessimists. 

Taxicab Courtesy 
AXICAB drivers of Wisconsin are being organized in a 
statewide brotherhood, and one of the activities is to 
be schools wherein the taxicabbies will be taught the elements 
of courtesy. 

If we ever reach this advanced stage of organization in 
New York, we can picture the infant class, struggling to 
learn the basic principle that no good taxicabby should carry 
a “gat,” and at any rate should not shoot a cash customer 
except in self-defense.
